1 . Claims 47-49 and 52-54 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 5,589,892 to Knee et al. and U.S. Patent 
Application No. 2003/0084444 by Ullman et al. ("Ullman"), taken singly or in combination, fail 
to teach or suggest a method for correlating user entered hyperlinks with corresponding 
programming information in the EPG, wherein the user enters the hyperlinks through an EPG 
interface supported by the EPG and associates the hyperlink with a particular program or channel 
within the EPG, wherein prioritizing the hyperlinks comprises monitoring the user's usage 
pattern of the hyperlinks in the context of the invention as recited in claims 54, 47 and 49.
